VERY collector has use for a safe and satisfactory file for holding his mint 
K sheets. Mint sheets can not be mounted satisfactorily except at great 
expense, yet must be fully protected to preserve their value, to prevent 
breakage and to keep them from becoming stuck down and thus losing their gum. 


Linprint Mint Sheet File 


answers this need at a price within the reach of every collector. The Mint Sheet 
File is made with an extra heavy art paper cover of a rich Terra Cotta color, 
printed on the front with suitable inscription for recording contents of the file. 


Within the cover are ten double pages which form pockets, being closed at 
the bottom to prevent sheets from slipping or sliding out when handling, thus 
guarding against injury to the sheet. 


The Mint Sheet File is 1214 x10 inches, large enough to hold all current sheets. 
The pages are made of a transparent parchment paper with quarter inch ribbed 
lines breaking the surface of the paper. This irregular surface has a two-fold 
purpose,—it prevents the sheets from becoming stuck to the pages, which is apt 
to happen with a plain, smooth glassine paper, and it permits air circulation 
between the sheets and the pages thus assuring normal temperature and proper 
air condition throughout the file, a feature which no similar sheetholder offers. 


If desired the pocket pages may be slit at the bottom thus making 20 plain 
single pages. However, the pocket feature is highly desirable, and prevents 
damage to the sheet by preventing it from slipping or sliding from the file. 


Two sheets may be placed in each pocket, thus providing an excellent hous- 
ing for 20 mint sheets and providing the maximum of protection.

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New Zealand's New Pictorials 


COMPLETE _ transformation 
in the postage stamps used in 
the Dominion will be seen on 


May 1, when a new pictorial 

issue representative of some 
of the most interesting features char- 
acteristic of New Zealand will be on 
sale at all post offices. 

Fourteen different stamps will com- 
prise the series, the denominations 
running from a half-penny to three 
shillings. Great care has been taken 
in preparing this issue, and it is near- 
ly four years since the Postal Depart- 
ment announced that it would offer 
prizes for the best designs. These were 
judged by a representative and wel- 
dualified committee in New Zealand, 
and the plates for printing were pre- 
pared in England, where the first im- 
pressions have been carried out. An 
initial experiment in which the photo- 
gravure process of reproduction was 
used did not come up to expectations, 
and the intaglio or line-engraving proc- 
ess was finally adopted for all but 
one of the designs. This method gives 
clearness of fine detail, enabling full 
justice to be done to the conception of 
the artist. It also brings out promi- 
nent features of the design in relief, 
thus providing good contrasts even 
when only one colour is used. 

The ninepenny denomination, repre- 
senting a typical Maori carving, is 
reproduced in the colours always used 
by the Maori—red and black. It was 
found that lithography was the best 
method of printing in this case. In ac- 
cordance with an international agree- 
ment, the predominant colour in the 
half-penny must be green, the penny 
red, and the twopence-half-penny dark 
blue. In the new issue the twopence- 
half-penny, four-penny, and three-shil- 
ling stamps are printed in two colours 
as they lend themselves to this effect, 
having a border with a vignette in the 
centre. From the following description 
of the denominations in the new issue 
it will be seen that it has been possible 


'to cover pictorially a very wide range 
of subjects, including New Zealand 
history, some of its scenery, Maori art, 
its flora and fauna, and also one phase 
of its sport. 

In the half-penny denomination the 
leading feature is the friendly little 
pied fantail with its beautiful tail of 
12 feathers expanded. There is an ap- 
propriate surrounding of clematis. The 
designer was Mr. James Fitzgerald, of 
Christchurch, and the colour is green 
beetle. 

New Zealand’s unique bird, the kiwi, 
figures in the penny stamp, which will 
be so much in use. It appears against 
a background of typical New Zealand 
scenery, including the ti-palm, while 
on each side of the stamp is a Maori 
carving design, and at the top the 
words “New Zealand” and the four 
stars of the Southern Cross. Spaces 
between the border and the central 
vignette are filled in with sprays of 
tree-fern. The artists were Miss C. H. 
and Mr. R. J. G. Collins, of Christ- 
church, and the colour used is guards- 
man red.

The diamond enclosing the head is bor- 
dered with the Maori wave pattern 
which may perhaps be taken as the 
New Zealand equivalent of the Greeks 
key pattern, and at the two top corners 
appear the carved faces known as ko- 
ruru. The artist was Mr. L. C. Mit- 
chell, of Wellington, and the colour 
chocolate.

Printed in a bright cherry, it depicts a 
harvesting scene and has border de- 
signs suggestive of Maori motives, The 
engraving of this stamp is particularly 
fine. In the eight-penny denomination 
there apears a boldly drawn represen- 
tation of New Zealand’s unique lizard, 
the tuatara. In each of the four cor- 
ners of the stamp is shown the beauti- 
ful perforated double spiral work, 
whose perfection of form is seen in 
the ornamentation of the great war 
canoes of the Maori. This is another 
design from the pen of Mr. L. C. Mit- 
chell, of Wellington, and the colour 
utilised is brazil nut. 

A different note is struck in the 
nine penny design reproducing in the 
colours used by the Maori the carved 
ornamentation of the sliding panel 
(tatau) of the door of his dwelling. 
The side borders show a combination 
design—first a zigzag which is the 
representation of water surface in 
Egyptian hieroglyphics, and imposed 
on that the Maori wave pattern. The 
artist who was responsible for this 
unique design is Mr. I. F. Calder, of 
Wellington. 

The design for the one-shilling 
stamp submitted by Mr. L. C. Mitchell, 
of Wellington, contains a very fine 
study of New Zealand’s inimitable 
songster, the tui. Its white feathers 
at the throat and the collar of long 
white curved feathers on the back of 
its neck, also the touch of white on the 
angle of its wings, have not been over- 
looked by the artist, and all these de- 
tails are clearly reproduced in the en- 
graving. The bird is shown perched on 
a branch, with a pleasing forest back-

A very definite point in New Zealand 
history is depicted in the two-shilling 
denomination, which shows the landing 
of Captain Cook at Poverty Bay on 
October 8, 1769, these facts being 
clearly indicated in the engraving. A 
tipalm, or cabbage tree, flanks the 
righthand side of the stamp, and a 
tree fern the left-hand side. The wards 
“New Zealand” in solid letters appear 
in a white scroll at the top, and this is 
nicely balanced by the representation 
of the value at the bottom left-hand 
corner in a white shield and the words 
“Postage and Revenue” also ona 
white ground in the right-hand bottom 
corner. The artist was Mr. T. H. Jen- 
kin, of Invercargill, and the colour is 
cyprus green. 

In the three-shilling denomination, 
golden-brown and nigger-brown have 


been effectively utilised to present an-|~ 


other scenic feature. In an oblong pan- 
el appears Mount Egmont and Fan- 


tham’s Peak, with the snow down to]: 


the bush line, while the rich agricul- 
tural lands of Taranaki appear in the 
foreground full of interesting detail. 
This central panel is printed in the 
darker colour. The border carries 
Maori motives, and into it has been 
worked the value and other necessary 
wording. This stamp was designed by 
Mr. Mitchell, of Wellington, and it is 
a great tribute to his skill and origin- 
ality that he should have been able to 


secure prizes for five designs out of 
ithe 14. 


As it is 37 years since the New Zea- 
land Post Office issued its first pic- 
torial stamps, great interest has been 
aroused among philatelists over the 
new series. First-day covers of the 
new issue carrying a date-stamp of 
the first day are always eagerly 
sought by collectors, who on this oc- 
casion are to be specially catered for 
by the issue of a selection of six first- 
cover envelopes carrying typical New 
Zealand views. Enclosed in each will 
be a folder briefly describing the de- 
sign of each denomination.

This is probably the most modern 
Local Stamp, having been used in 1894 
on the occasion of a Pullman car strike 
that tied up the mail service on the 
railway between Fresno and San Fran- 
cisco California. Arthur Banta, a Fres- 
no Bicycle dealer of that year con- 
ceived the idea of carrying letters by 
bicycle between the two cities. Special 
stamps were prepared and used. 

The 40th anniversary of this unique 
mail service was commemorated by a 
relay race on May Ist. Specially pre- 
pared covers bearing a copy of the 
original stamp and carried by bicycle 
riders between the two cities were sent 
to more than 1500 collectors through- 
out the country. These covers make 
an interesting souvenir. The original 
stamp was listed at $2.50. Stamps on 
these covers have a word defaced 
which makes them readily told from 
the originals.

Woman's Suffrage Stamps 





A series of Commemorative stamps 
to be issued by the Turkish Govern- 
ment on the occasion of the XIIth In- 
ternational Suffrage Congress, Istan- 
bul, April 17-25, 1935, for the benefit 
of the International Alliance of Wo- 
men for Suffrage and Equal Citizen- 
ship, on April 20, 1935. 

The issue comprises 15 stamps, the 
nominal values of which vary from 20 
paras to 100 kurus. A surplus tax 
equivalent to the nominal value of 
each stamp is added, so that in each 
case the selling price is double the 
postage value. The amount of this 
tax is printed on the stamp (20 paras 
+ 20 paras). 

The stamps will be sold at double 
their face value; the postage value 
will go to the Government of Turkey, 
while the amount of the surplus tax 
will be given to the International 
Alliance. 

The issue comprises: 

15 stamps (complete set), values 
from 20 paras to 100 kurus (total cost 
Swiss francs 15). 

Only 100,000 complete sets will be 
put on sale. By decision of the Turk- 
ish National Assembly, the stamps 
left unsold at the end of 1935 will be 
destroyed. 

The issue is unique of its kind and 
constitutes a real event in the history 
of philately. It is the first time that 
a series of stamps is issued in ack- 
nowledgment of feminine achieve- 
ment and to pay a tribute to women 
workers of outstanding merit. The 
stamps represent the portraits of Ka- 
mal Ataturk, the Liberator of the 
Turkish woman, of Mrs. Chapman 
Catt, the Founder and Hon. President 
of the International Alliance of Wo- 
men for Suffrage and Equal Citizen- 
ship, and also of the six women to 
whom the Nobel Prize has been 
awarded: Mme Curie (Science), Graz- 
ia Deledda, Selma Lagerlof and Sig- 
rid Undset (Literature), Jane Addams 
and Bertha von Suttner (Peace). Five 
stamps display symbolic representa- 
tions of several of the activities of 
women, namely, a woman aviator and 
a police woman, a woman farmer, a 
woman teacher, a typist and three 
women voters casting votes; there is 
also a picture of the Yildiz Palace at 
Istanbul where the International Con- 
gress will be held, as well as a repro- 
duction of the Alliance badge.

On May 22, the California Pacific 
International Exposition stamps went 
to press. With Third Assistant Post- 
master General Clinton B. Eilenber- 
ger and seven members of the Cali- 
fornia Congressional delegation gath- 
ered around the large rotary presses 
at the Bureau, Postmaster General 
James A. Farley threw the switch 
which started the first press run of 
the new stamp. 

The members of the California Con- 
gressional delegation attending the 
ceremonies were Mrs. Florence P. 
Kahn, Charles J. Colden, Frank H. 
Buck, John M. Costello, Samuel L. 
Collins, John J. McGrath and John F. 
Dockweiler. Also present were Mrs. 
George Burnham, wife of Representa- 
tive Burnham; Austin Latimer, 
Special Assistant to the Postmaster 
General; Alvin W. Hall, Director, Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, and 
Robert E. Fellers, Superintendent, Di- 
vision of Stamps. 

As the first stamps of the new is- 
sue came in sight over the top of the 
press, the Postmaster General said: 

“We are here today to witness the 
first turn of the presses in the pro- 
duction of the special postage stamp 
in the 3-cent denomination author- 
ized by the Department on behalf of 
the California Pacific International 
Exposition, which opens at San Diego, 
California, on May 29, in celebration 
of the four hundredth anniversary of 
the discovery of the Pacific Southwest 
by the noted Spanish explorer, Coro- 
nado. 

“Although centuries were destined 
to elapse before the establishment of 
the first permanent settlement within 
its borders, the events of history, 
which the San Diego Exposition is to 
perpetuate, can be said to represent 
the beginning of a movement which 
eventually led to the founding of the 
great State of California, that has 
ever stood in the forefront of the 
Nation’s Commonwealth.

Mr. J. Frederick Andrews wishes to 
know the best method for mounting an 
old used block so that it will remain 
intact. If a block is at all weak along 
the perforations and, in addition, is of 
some value, it is of course best to en- 
close it in one of the many envelopes 
specially designed to protect blocks. If 
it must be mounted without a covering 
it is perfectly acceptable to strength- 
en the perforations by placing small 
pieces of hinge at such points as are 
necessary. If peelable hinges are used, 
these pieces may always be removed 
when desired. 


Mr. Andrews also questions whether 
a block issued in 1920 and used in 1930 
is worth as much as one used at the 
time of issue. This seems to us to be 
a question of individual preference. In 
any event, a block showing a dated 
cancellation should command a higher 
price than one undated if the demand 
for blocks used at time of issue arises. 
This is because most blocks are legiti- 
mately used on packages where the 
date very often does not appear. 

If there is any way to distinguish 
the 1914-15 issue from the 1916-17 
issue other than by the watermark, or 
lack of it, Mr. Andrews would like to 
know. Unfortunately, there is not, and 
the fact that the watermarks are often 
very indistinct on the 1914-15 issue 
does not help matters any. The very 
fact that people, for a long time, swore 
that a 30c unwatermarked stamp had 
been issued in the 1916-17 set is proof 
enought of the faintness of these wa- 
termarks, as the Bureau firmly states 
that the 30c value perforated 10 was 
issued only on watermarked paper. 


Dr. P. M. Wilson is under the im- 
pression that the design on the 3¢e 
Century of Progress Issue shows a 
replica built at the Fair of some 
Federal Building.

_ John Furneau desires to know how 
first day covers may be secured with- 
out buying them from dealers. You 
can buy a first day cover through a 
dealer for ten cents and be sure your 
cover will arrive or be replaced and 
that the stamp will be well-centered. 
Or you can get it yourself by address- 
ing an envelope to yourself and en- 
closing it, together with three cents 
well wrapped, in another envelope ad- 
dressed to the postmaster at the city 
where the new stamp is to be issued. 
Therefore, by spending three cents 
cash, three cents for stamps to mail 
it and two cents more for envelopes, 
a total of eight cents, you can get 
your own first day cover. 
is lost, or the stamp is off-center, or 
poorly attached, or torn by the cancel- 
ing machine you have no come-back 
from the Post Office Department. 
Perhaps the extra two cents it costs 
to buy from a dealer is worth it. 


Mr. Bernard R. Schaefer has shown 
us an interesting item.

United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Huguenot-Walloon Series 


This set of three stamps perf. 11, unwatermarked, 
was issued on May 1, 1924, as a part of the celebration 
of the 300th anniversary of the settling of the Wal- 
loons at Fort Orange, now Albany, N. Y., in May, 
1624. The Walloons were French speaking Belgians. 
The French Huguenots, Protestants who were perse- 
cuted for their religion, had come to America in 1562 
under Jean Ribaut and settled at Mayport, Florida, but 
were exterminated by the Spaniards. The Walloons, 
also persecuted Protestants, set out in March, 1624, 
and after a successful voyage in the “New Netherland” 
sailed up the Hudson (then Mauritius) River, settled, 
made friends with the Indians, became farmers and 
trappers and established themselves firmly in the New 
World. 


The 1lc—Ship New Netherland—is taken from a 
painting by A. Musin, a Belgian. It is recorded in 
green and yellow green, with a scarce double transfer 
and a broken transfer on the lower right of plate 15759. 
51,378,023 stamps were issued from plates 15756 to 
15759 and 15778 to 15785. 


The 2c—Landing at Fort Orange—is taken from 
a print in “The History of New York,” by Martha 
J. Lamb. It appears in carmine rose and dark carmine 
rose, with several double transfers. 77,753,423 were 
issued, from plates 15744 to 47, 15760 to 63, 15766 to 
69 and 15786 to 15789. 


The 5c<—Monument at Mayport—was sketched by 
Dr. Stoudt of the Tercentenary Commission from the 
original monument erected at Mayport by Ribaut. It 
is recorded in dark blue and deep blue, with a broken 
circle variety on plate 15754. 5,659,023 stamps were 
issued from plates 15752, 15753, 15754 and 15755. 


First day covers are from Jacksonville and May- 
port, Florida, Albany, New Rochelle and New York, 
N. Y., Allentown, Bethlehem, Lancaster, Philadelphia 
and Reading, Penn., and from Charleston, $. C., Beth- 
lehem was not given in the official circular of first day 
cities issued by the Department on April 16, 1924 (in 
which it was also stated that Washington, D. C. would 
be included) and covers from both Allentown and Beth- 


The Lexington-Concord Set 





This set was issued in commemoration of the 150th 
anniversary of the battles of Lexington and Concord, 
the opening of the revolution by which we gained our 
independence from England. ‘The set was extremely 
popular because of its historical connection. All three 
values were issued on April 4, 1925, perf. 11, unwater- 
marked. 


The le—Washington at Cambridge—is from a 
photoglyphic chart which was in the possession of the 
Cambridge Public Library, and shows George Wash- 
ington under the famous elm taking command of the 
American Army. It is recorded in green and deep 
green, with no minor oo ea ete were is- 
sued, all from plates 16817, 18, 19, 20, 22 and 16823, 
Plate 16821 was not used. 


The 2c—Birth of Liberty—is taken from “The Bat- 
tle of Lexington,” by Henry Sandham, which is in the 
Town Hall at Lexington, and shows the Minute Men 
being fired upon by British troops under Major John 
Pitcairn. 26,596,600 were issued, from plates 16801, 
16803, 16804, 16813, 16814, 16815, 16816 and 17004. 
It is recorded in carmine rose and pale carmine rose, 
with no minor varieties except a defective transfer. 


The 5c—The Minute Man—is from a photograph 
of the statue at Concord by Daniel Chester French, the 
view showing the verse of Emerson’s immortal poem, 
“The Concord Hymn,” which is engraved on the 
statue. The stamp is recorded in blue and dark blue, 
the only minor variety being a plate scratch on stamp 
48 on the lower left pane of plate 16807. 5,348,800 
were printed, from plates 16805, 16806, 16808 and 
16809. 


The official circular of March 25, 1925, stated that 
first day cities would be Boston, Cambridge, Concord, 
Concord Junction, Lexington, and Washington, at the 
Agency, but first day covers are listed only from Bos- 
ton, Cambridge, Concord and Lexington. However, 
a complete set on a first day cover from Concord 
Junction was offered at an auction sale in March, 


1935.

If You Trade 

You no doubt have noticed ads in 
the stamp papers in the past few 
months, stating a new exchange sys- 
tem. It works something like this. 
You send them 10c in coin, and some- 
times a stamp too, and your packet 
of 100 precancels and they will re- 
turn to you another collectors packet 
of 100 precancels. In making the ex- 
change of 200 precancels they have 
collected 20c in cash and are at prac- 
tically no expense save the small ads 
they use. Now there is nothing 
crooked about the transaction at 
all, but it is surely a lazy and short 
sighted collector who trades in this 
manner. There is no assurance of 
the quality of stamps you receive, 
this depends entirely on the honesty 
of the other fellow. Since most col- 
lectors are more than honest I imag- 
ine that most of the trades are pretty 
satisfactory but one chizzler in such 
an affair can soon cause a lot of dis- 
satisfaction and reap a harvest in 
precancels before he can be stopped. 
So why not place an AD of your own 
in LINNS and trade your precancels 
off in the regular way, on a stamp for 
stamp basis or catalog basis on the 
better items ? 


Another Practice 


Is that of dealers listing low priced 
precancelled commemoratives in their 
auction catalogs and omiting the cat- 
alog value leaving the bidder to be- 
lieve that they are not listed in the 
catalog. Oft times they are not, but 
many times they are and at a low 
figure, the dealer reasoning that if 
the catalog value is given the bidder 
will bid only on a fraction of the cat- 
alog value at the most while if no 
price is listed he most likely will bid 
much more. A practice that the col- 
lector should know about.

Zeppelin Mail Service 
To Europe 





The following clipping of a United 
Press story published in the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer of May 19th, will be of 
interest to all airmail collectors. The 
event will be watched for and doubt- 
less complete details will be supplied 
for collectors in order that all may 
get covers on the first flight. 

We are indebted to Mrs. A. L. 
Rhoads of Washington, C. H., Ohio 
for the clipping which follows: A 
world-girdling commercial air serv- 
ice, operating on regular schedule 
across both the Pacific and the At- 
lantic will begin late this summer, 
high officials of the Post Office De- 
partment revealed tonight. 

First link in the international air 
chain will be the dirigible route of 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, flying between 
Lakehurst, N. J., and Friedrichshafen, 
Germany. 

Dr. Eckener’s new dirigible, a 
super-Graf-Zeppelin, is nearly com- 
pleted in Germany. 

The initial flight is expected in a 
few weeks, with a special parachute 
mail delivery arrangement at New 
York City, and possibly at Paris and 
other cities on the way. 

The Post Office Department simul- 
taneously is preparing to advertise 
for bids on the San Francisco-Canton, 
China, route, which Pan-American 
Airways now is surveying. Pan- 
American, the Matson Navigation in- 
terests, and perhaps a third aviation 
company are expected to bid. Details 
will be handled with all possible 
speed, so mail service to the Orient 
can begin, probably in September. 

Dr. Eckener, now recuperating from 
pneumonia, expects to test the new 
ship over his present South American 
route in June with two round-trip 
flights, and to begin his North At- 
lantic service soon after. 

A controversy between the German 
and the United States Governments 
over division of revenues threatened 
for a time to hold up the plans, but 
the differences have been settled am- 
icably, thus: 

Postage rates will be 40 cents, five 
cents of which will pay for the reg- 
ular international stamp, and 35 
cents for the Zeppelin surcharges. 


European aviation interests mean- 
time are working on transatlantic air- 
plane service. An Irish concern is 
interested in the Newfoundland-Ire- 
land route, by far the shortest. Brit- 
ish Imperial Airways, Ltd., is survey- 
ing the Southern Route, by way of 
the Azores and Bermuda, which is 
longer but said to be safer because of 
weather conditions.
